\. THE SUEZ-CANAL, 
(Mitchell's Maritime Hegister.) 
Our readers have seen in our impressittt 


recently concluded between M. de Lesseps’ 
on the part of the Company, and Colonel: 
Stokes on the part of the British Govern~' 
ment was ratified, there belong only four 


-dissentient, amongst @ crowded body of 


shareholders. The object of the Conven- 
tion, “which was signed as far back as. 
February, 1876, is to put an end. to the 
question of the surtax by arranging for its 
extinction on more favourable terms 

those suggested by the International Com- 
mission, and also to arrange for the ex- 
eoution of extraordinary works of con- 
struction, .It will be remembered that by 
the arrangement of 1878, Shipping using 
the Canal were to pay 10 per cent. on the 
register tonnage, plus a surtax of 4f. per 
ton; which was to cease and determine when 
the income of the Canal should reach a 
certain point. This arrangement for tariff 
of transit was flated by the Ottoman Porte, 
and the traffic of the Canal has been since 
conducted subject to its conditions, The 
great preponderance of traffic under the 
British flag—noarly 76 per cent of the 
whole-—joined to the large pecuniary stake 
which England holds in the Canal, made it 
possible for the Managing President of the 
Company to enter into engagements with 
the British Representative which we can 
quite understand would, under other 
circumstances, have roused the jealousy of 
the other Maritime States whose Shipping 
use the Cunsl, and who do not appear to 


‘have been consulted respecting the terms 


of this Convention. As it is, we have.seen 
ng reclamations against the Convention, 
and as -its terma are calculated to benefit 
generally, no objections will probably be 
urged. In this Convention M. de Lesseps 
engages, ‘on the. Fert of the Company, to 
procure their final assent to all- that has 
been done at Constantinople relative to

the gradual reduction of the—surtax—by- 


another under which the first reduction of 
50c. is to commence on the Ist of January, 
1877; the second reduction. of 500. on the 
Ist of January, 1879; the third on the Ist 
of January 1681; the fourth. on the 1st of 
January, 1882; the fifth on the 1st of 
Janvary, 1688 ; and the sixth on tho Ist of 
January, 1884—the surtax after the last 
date to be extinct, when “ the maximum of 
10f, per ton of nett official freight is alone 
to be levied.”

The fore- 
castle in most of the older and smaller ships 
is a low, cramped spartment in the bows, 
unlighted and unventilated except by the 
scuttle which serves for 3 door.

_thia scuttle is shut during bad weather the 
crew's quarters become. a wet and. loath- 
some den, altogether abominable, In large 
new sailing-ships the sailors are better 
lodged, and in those belonging to wealthy 
and liberal owners they sre made as com- 
fortable as circumstances permit, It is not 
from such as these thet the complaints 
against seanren come, The: great steam- 
ship companies find no difficulty in “obtain- 
ing competent men atthe current rato of 
-wages, the constant employment, good 
treatment, and shorter periods of’ absence 
home which they offer attracting. the older 
and steadier hands, and especially those 
who are married, When a ship- comes 
home from a voyage, her crew's wages 
cease on the day she arrives, but the men 
have to wait not unfrequently two or three 
days before thoy are paid. This is a 
stumbling-block, and an occasion of falling 
to manya sailor, Eager to enjoy change 
and liberty after the monotony and restraint 
of a long voyage, they-hurry sshore, and
